Whot the recommendations 
meant was that a senior oMcer 
was offered six months leave on 
full pay after, two years and 
could thus be absent from the 
Colony for one fifth of his lfe 
of service. 
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“He also receives, in effect, a 
bonus of two months salary, 
since his passage ts pald end that 
means two months’ free board 
and lodging in additlon to salary, 

“This generous treatment, 
added to munificent pay on a 
sterling ‘basis . (plus rent, 
travelling and other allowances) 
and freedom to retire on pen- 
sion at the age of 50, makes a 
senior post the Hongkong 
Civil Service one of the world’s 
most desirable jJobs—hence the 
occasional statements that it ts 
dimicult to recrult for the 
Colonial Service the type of 
man required, are received with 
incredulity. “Under the Earl's 
proposals the junior members of 
the service are to have six 
months holiday on full Fey. at 
three year Intervals, 


“With every desire to be toir 
to the service, the taxpayer has 
grounds for complaint. Times 
are hard’ and the future obscure., 
“The high cost is not the only 
objection to Juxurious Civil 
Service conditions: these tend 
to set the standard for private 
concerns,”*
